In separate purchases, the state has bought close to 22 
acres of land in the path of the Foothill Freeway from 
two long-time Upland residents for a total of $741,000. 

The right-of-way purchases, aimed at protecting the 
freeway corridor from possible development, are the 
first in several years. 

A representative of the California Department of 
Transportation (Caltrans) this week confirmed deeds 
have been recorded for property formerly owned by 
Nelson Gray and former Mayor Abner Haldeman. 

Uncertainty over the fate of the Foothill Freeway had

tied up sale of their land in recent years. 

The state agreed to pay $580,000 for slightly more than 
16.8 acres — about $34,500 an acre — of the 20 acres Gray 
owned at the southwest corner of Euclid Avenue and 20th 
Street. f 

For just under five of the 10 acres Haldeman owned at 
the southwest corner of San Antonio Avenue and 20th 
Street, the state paid $161,000 — close to $32,560 an acre. 

Wayne Blanton — an associate real estate broker who 
has represented Haldeman and two others who own a 
total of 15 acres — said Monday he expects to hear from 
the state within 15 days on its appraisal on the remaining 
right of way. 


The city council has approved development of 25 
homes on the northern half of the 15 acres, including 
Haldeman’s 10 acres. 

Haldeman made frequent appearances before the 
council in a period of about 18 months while officials 
wrestled with the uncertainty of the freeway’s extension 
and delayed decision on the development many times. 

Gray filed suits against the city and later against the 
state, charging inverse condemnation was denying use of 
his property without compensation. 

As his attorney Ronald Beck predicted earlier this 
year, both suits were dropped shortly after agreement 
was reached on the land purchase. The deed was record- 
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ed Oct. 23 and both suits were dismissed within a week. 

Both Gray and Haldeman owned citrus groves that 
have become a financial drain because of taxes, van- 
dalism, smog and labor costs in recent years. 

The state Transportation Commission has authorized 
up to $2 million for buying land threatened with develop- 
ment in protective and hardship cases while the commis- 
sion studies whether the freeway extension should be 
abandoned. 

Tony Malone, administrator of the Foothill Freeway 


. Association, has said the right-of-way purchases are the 


first since 1972, with the possible exception of one minor, 
isolated purchase.

Chum Peang family finds hope in Upland 


This will be a happy Christmas for 
the Chum Peang family in Upland, 
refugees from their communist- 
ridden country, Cambodia. 

There is no doubt about their hap- 
piness, but they have at this writing, 
no idea what Christmas means. 

The family of Chum Peang, the 
father, and his wife, Hul Chin, and 
the three children, daughter Chum 
Pi, 17, and sons, Chum Chhi, 11, and 
Chum Chhorn, 10, are in Upland 
through the sponsorship of St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church, Upland. 

They arrived at Ontario Inter- 
national Airport on Oct. 16 directly 
from Thailand into a country they 
did not know existed until learning 
it might be their new home. 

During a recent interview, with 
the Rev. Boon Ratna as a Thai in- 
terpreter, it was obvious the Chum 
Peang family is still in a state of 
bewilderment. 

The parents are amazed at traf- 
fic, confused in the market and have 
had to learn how to use a 
refrigerator, flush a toilet and sleep 
on beds. 

But they are ‘‘happy” because 
they are safe. 

‘We feel very safe now. No anxie- 
ty. Not afraid anymore,” is what 
they expressed with ‘smiling eyes. 
The mother did most of the talking 
as her husband and daughter appear 
exceptionally shy 

Members of St. Mark’s parish 
rallied in July to make plans for the 
refugees’ coming after the Rev. 
Charles Bennison proposed the 
responsibility be accepted. Dick and 
Murray DuVall spearheaded fund 
raising, Marjorie Kramer was in 
charge of housing and Eugene and 
Dorothy Harvey were to search for 
furniture. 

Joan Forter was placed in charge 
of food, Betty Scarborough was to 
round up clothing and Peggy Yang 
was named to investigate employ- 
ment. Others involved then and on a 
continuing basis are Donald Moore, 
Sherry Hibbard, Hong Duy Le, 
Muriel Renov, Laura Smith and Don 
Alexis. 


Their jobs were carried out with 
success. The Chum Peang family 
has a comfortable home with ade- 
quate if not the latest furniture. 

On and off, women of St. Mark’s 


drop in with a needed article. One of 
these women brought an imitation, 
green Christmas tree which sits on 
the dining room table. 

“Find out if they know what that 
tree represents,’ the interpreter 
was asked. He did and the mother, 
father and daughter turned to look 
at the tree

‘Someone came and put it there,” 
the mother said with a shrug of her 
shoulders. ‘‘We don’t know what it’s 
for.”’ But the tree has not been 
touched — as if having a fake tree 
on a bare table is among the many 
strange customs of Americans. 


Through the interpreter and infor- 
mation supplied by Father Ben- 
nison, the Chum Peang family’s 
story goes back for generations to a 
small village in the mountainous 
western area of Cambodia. 


The village, Bon-son-Thai, mean- 
ing ‘‘Near the Thai Border,’ 
sheltered rice farmers. Natives of 
this village had never heard of 
America, never knew about the 
Vietnam conflict and lived a 
primitive life. 


In 1975, the communist general, 
Pol Pot, seized control of the 
village. Their placid, good life was 
turned into turmoil. The soldiers 
broke up families, taking the 
children away from parents and for- 
cing them to build bunkers on the 
front lines. 


Peang hid his children, the only 
way he could keep them. His parents 


except for the language barrier, they act like any other happy kids. 
The family is being sponsored by St. Mark’s Episcopal Church, 
Upland. Plans for their arrival started in July, and they arrived Oct. 
16 at Ontario International Airport directly from Thailand. 


were taken away. He does not know 
where they are and probably never 
will know. Two of his cousins were 
shot to death. 


Peang was not allowed to keep his 
rice as it was confiscated by the 
communist soldiers to feed the ar- 
my. His family was left to exist on 
leaves, bamboo shoot roots and 
potatoes 


Finally, they fled into Thailand, 
walking two days and a night. They 
took nothing with them. Thai 
soldiers put them in a refugee camp 
where they lived for three years ina 
building with 100 or more other 
refugees. 


In the camp missionaries 
Christianized the family, they learn- 
ed to speak Thai, and for the first 
time, they heard about America. A 
year ago they signed papers through 
a United Nations representative to 
be sent into another country accep- 
ting refugees. 


“If they had said they wanted to 
go to the United States,’ Father 
Bennison said, ‘‘they would have 
been left in Thailand indefinitely. 
But agreeing to go anywhere they 
were sent, made for the possibility 
of coming here.”’ 


Through the interpreter, Hul Chin, 
said, “After year, people of United 
States called name. They took our 
picture and sent us here.” 


The mother, father and daughter 
attend morning classes at the 
Chaffey College Learning Center. 
They are slowly and painfully lear- 
ning to say a few phrases — ‘‘My 
name is Hul Chin.’’ ‘I am fine.” 
‘Good morning.” 


It’s the bouncing, smiling boys 
who are taking to life in Upland. 
There may be a language barrier, 
but they giggled and said they have 
many friends at (Upland Elemen- 
tary) school. Chhi even shyly’ ad- 
mitted he has a girl friend. They 
have learned to ride their bikes, pre- 
sent neat school papers written in 
English to their parents and for the 
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Chum Pi, 17

most part, their faces bubble with 
excitement and energy 

Communication for the adults is 
the major problem at this point. The 
church members have seen to their 
physical, financial and other needs 
— but basically they are lonesome 
and only leave the house when taken 
to the market and school. 

Mrs. Chum’s pride is the house. 
Peang is anxious to find an occupa- 
tion, probably yard work, and the 
daughter Pi, said, ‘‘I’d like to have a 
car sometime.” 

The Chum Peangs do have a 
telephone in their house, but Father 
Bennison said, ‘‘Trying to talk with 
them presents a problem.” 

The other day, the Chums receiv- 
ed a letter, written in Thai, from 
Cambodian friends and refugees in 
Mobile, Ala. 

Feeling they were adjusting to 
their American conveniences, Hul 
Chin decided to telephone Mobile. 

‘“‘No one talked to me,”’ she said. 
‘Nothing, happened.”’ 

The ‘interpreter discovered Hul 
Chin had dialed the mailing zip code 
number.

The Upland school board last 
week named Dina Hunter its 
president for a one-year term. 

Trustees selected their officers 
and board representatives during 
their annual organizational meeting. 
Robert Ellis was named vice 
president and newcomer Rick 
Minnis the board clerk. 

Minnis was also picked to be the 
district’s representative on the 
Upland Recreation Committee’ and 
Dale Andersen will continue to 
serve on the San Bernardino County 
Committee on School District 
Organization.

Backed by Ellis, Hunter received 
two votes for the president’s post in 
1977, but was defeated by Brandt, 
who was unanimously named. to 
another term in 1978. 

In brief remarks, both Hunter and 
Ellis stressed the need for the board 
president to be available to the 
public. 

As Brandt noted, the board has 
witnessed an almost complete 
changeover in the past 2% years. 
Four of its five members have 
assumed office since 1977. Brandt is 
now the veteran of the group, having 
served five years. 

Minnis filled a seat vacated by 
Bill Rugg in the November election. 
Rugg did not seek re-election after 
11 years on the board. Brandt was 
re-elected: he and Minnis were 
sworn in Tuesday. 


The board considered, but 
ultimately rejected, trying out new 
meeting places. Meetings will 
continue to be held at 7:30 p.m. the 
second Tuesday of each month in the 
library of Upland Junior High 
School.

Upland increases 
home building limit 


The Upland City Council last week increased the 
number of residential units that may be approved each 
quarter under the city’s growth-management plan from 
125 to 175. 

City Manager Lee Travers recommended the action in 
light of expanded sewage treatment capacity expected in 
mid-1980. 

Overall treatment capacity is projected to reach 31 
million gallons a day through the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District, Travers noted. The major work is taking 
place at regional plant No. 1 in Ontario, where Upland’s 
sewage is treated. 

Under the growth-management plan, residential 
projects are given points taking in a variety of factors. 
The highest rated projects are sent to the planning 
commission each quarter for review. 

Because of limited sewage capacity, only 125 units a 
quarter have been reviewed since early 1978. The council 
action increases the annual number of units that may be 
approved from 500 to 700. During the first year of the 
system, 1977, the council set an upper limit of 900 units 
annually. 

Travers commented, ‘‘There is a significant backlog of 
desirable developments that have been held back.” 

With Mayor George Gibson absent, the council 
unanimously adopted the change. 


After the meeting, Travers noted none of the projects 
reviewed under the higher quarterly limit would conhect 
to the regional sewage system until the plant expansion 
has been completed. 


In other action, the council postponed until Dec. 17 a 
decision on what street improvements to require for the 
K Quadros Ranch, an equestrian operation on the south 
side of 16th Street west of Campus Avenue.

Park-and-ride 
bus planned 
in West End 


A park-and-ride bus service spe- 
cifically for Chino residents will be 
inaugurated Jan. 2 by the Southern 
California Rapid Transit System, 
reported Chino Councilwoman Ei- 
leen Carter. 

Mrs. Carter, a member of the San 
Bernardino County Association of 
Governments, which has developed 
the bus service, said contracts are 
expected to be signed this month for 
parking space for motorists who 
plan to leave their cars in Chino and 
take buses to Los Angeles, San Ber- 
nardino or intermediate points. 

The parking lot has been design- 
ated in an area between Sambo’s 
Restaurant and the Country Fair 
Shopping Center on Central Avenue. 
This is north of the Pomona Free- 
way. 

Express buses are scheduled to 
stop there to pick up and discharge 
passengers three times in the morn- 
ings and three times in the af- 
ternoons. The buses will stop at 
Euclid and Walnut avenues in Onta- 
rio and other points east on their 
way to San Bernardino. Westward,, 
they will take the Pomona Freeway 
to Diamond Bar, go on to the Puente 
Mall Shopping Center, and then Los 
Angeles via the 605 Freeway. The 
route will end at the RTD center on 
Wilshire Boulevard. 

‘Whether there are any altera- 
tions or improvements depends on 
the response the service receives 
from the public,’’ Mrs. Carter said. 


Riders who now want to go either 
east or west must take an Omni- 
trans bus to the Montclair shopping 
center and transfer to RTD buses 
there. 


Jobless rate in two-county area 
drops from 7.8 to 6.7 percent 


The jobless rate for the Riverside- 
San Bernardino counties area in Oc- 
tober dropped sharply to 6.7 percent 
in October from 7.8 percent in 
September. 

This was announced by the State 
Employment. Development Depart- 
ment, which noted that the un- 
employment rate a year ago was 6.6 
percent. 


Bb October unemployment in the bi- 
» county area declined to 38,600 from 


44,500 in September. This compares 
with 36,300 estimated for October 
1978. 


Total civilian employment climb- 
ed to 541,800 in October from 523,600 
in September. A year ago the 
employment figure was 512,700. 


The total civilian labor force in- 
creased to 580,400 in October from 
568,100 in September. The October 
1978 figure was estimated at 548,000. 


‘Longer truck trailers 


to be studied at OMS

A demonstration of triple trailers 
— truck rigs pulling three trailers at 
a time — will be conducted Dec. 19 
at Ontario Motor Speedway under 
the sponsorship of the San 
Bernardino Associated 
Governments (SANBAG). 

Wes McDaniel, SANBAG’s 
executive director, said the event 
will begin at 10 a.m. and conclude at 
3 p.m. and is expected to attract 
‘people from all over the state.” 

The question whether to use triple 
trailers on the nation’s highways has 
become a controversial subject. 

McDaniel said SANBAG is taking 
no position on the question. It is 
sponsoring the demonstration in an 
effort to get the facts before the 
public. 

At issue, McDaniel said, is 
whether’ a year-long experiment 


should be initiated permitting triple 
trailers to be run on the Devore 
Freeway (I-15) from the Nevada 
border to Ontario Motor Speedway. 

The meeting will begin with a 10 
a.m. panel discussion featuring 
presentations by representatives of 
both sides of the issue. 

Arguments in favor of triple 
trailers center on purported energy 
savings, pollution reduction and 
lower consumer costs. 


Negatives center primarily on the 
safety issue. 

A box lunch will be served at noon, 
McDaniel said, during which a 
movie will be shown of tests 
performed in Utah involving triple 
trailers. He said Utah has done 
more than any other state in testing 
the multiple vehicles. 


“The demonstration will go on, 
rain or shine,’ McDaniel said. 


Total wage and salary employ- 
ment in the two counties increased 
by 6,500 between September and Oc- 
tober to 454,300. Major gains were 
recorded in the service industries, 
agriculture, government and retail 
trade. Wage and salary employment 
a year ago amounted to 438,400. 

The service industries showed an 
increase of 1,900 jobs in October, led 
by seasonal business increases in 
desert area hotels (up 800) and the 
start of the regular semester in 
private universisites, which added 
600 jobs. 

In retail trade, employment rose 
by 300 to 106,200, with a seasonal in- 
crease of 700 jobs in the retail sector 
—more than compensating for a 400- 
job loss in wholesale businesses. 

Public payrolis in government — 
including federal, state, county, city 
and education employees —ad- 
vanced by 1,800 to 98,300, chiefly 
because of continued hiring in state 
and local education. 

The building trades group had a 
seasonal increase of 300 jobs to 31,- 
200, compared with 29,300 a year 
ago. 

Employment in manufacturing 
slipped by 100 to 67,400. A reduction 
of 300 jobs in the aerospace sector 
and 100 in fabricated metal products 
offset gains in food processing and 
in printing and publishing. 

Farm employment recorded a 
strong seasonal advance of 2,300 
jobs, chiefly because of harvesting 
in fall lettuce and lemons. In addi- 
tion, there were small gains in cot- 
ton, miscellaneous vegetables and 
cantaloupes.

The board of directors of the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District has passed a resolution reaffirming its 
commitment to provide sound and complete information 
to the people of California and, specifically, of their 
district. 

In the resolution, the CBMWD board ‘‘directs the 
district staff to pursue an active communication 
program to disseminate information within the district 
on local and statewide water issues and problems, and 
particularly as they relate to district needs and 
concerns, so that the people will have a sound, complete 
and objective base of information on current and future 
water needs and requirements.” 

CBMWD is one of nearly 300 member agencies of the 
Associaton of California Water Agencies responsible for 
delivering about 85 percent of the water to the state’s 
agricultural, industrial and domestic users. 


The CBMWD board states for the record that they ‘‘are 
vitally concerned about the water future of California 
and the ability of local water agencies to secure 
adequate water supplies to meet both the present and 
future needs of the state’s water users.” 


“The time is here for major decisions concerning 
water and affecting the very economic and social future 
of the State of California,’ the Board notes in its 
resolution, ‘‘and it is imperative that these decisions be 
based on sound and complete information regarding 
complex issues.” 


‘Many of these strategic decisions will be made by the 
elected representatives of the people in Sacramento 
and/or Washington, D.C., or by the people themselves. 
on some occasions, where such important issues reach 
the general ballot,’ the Board affirms.

Omnitrans to increase fares Jan. | 


After an hour and a half of probing 
for possible alternatives, the Om- 
nitrans board of directors adopted a 
schedule of increased fares to 
become effective Jan. 1, 1980. 

The action was taken Wednesday 
at a meeting in the San Bernardino 
Convention Center. 

Officials explained that the fare 
increase was necessitated by a 
recently enacted state law which 
requires that fixed-route and Dial-A- 
Ride fares must produce at least 20 
percent of the system’s operating 
costs. 

Since this requirement does not go 
into effect until July 1, 1980, the 
proceeds collected by the change in 
fares will be examined — possibly in 
April — with an eye toward further 
revisions, if necessary to meet the 
20 percent requirement 

After several unsuccessful 
motions and amendments to 


motions, these are the fare changes 
approved, by the board: 

— An increase in basic fares on 
fixed-route buses from 25 cents to 35 
cents. 

— An increase in student fares 
from 10 cents to 25 cents. 


—Establishment of a transfer 
charge of 5 cents to all riders except 
the elderly and handicapped. 


— Establishment of a senior 
citizens pass to be sold for $6 per 
month. 


¥ 


— Increase in regular adult 
fares from 75 cents to $1 for Dial-A- 
Ride and Dial-A-Lift service. The 
latter generally serves citizens in 
wheelchairs. 


— An increase in Dial-A-Ride and 
Dial-A-Lift fares for the elderly and 
handicapped from 35 to 50 cents. 


The only change in an original 
proposal was to eliminate the 5-cent 
transfer charge for the elderly and 
handicapped. 


It was projected that fixed-route 
revenues raised in 1980 by the 
system would amount to $1,130,700, 
minus whatever it would cost to 
eliminate the nickel transfer cost 
for the elderly and handicapped. 

Officials noted that it was dif- 
ficult, at best, to project bus fare 
proceeds that include an increase in 
fares. This is because in some cases 
the higher fares cause certain riders 
to stop using the service. 

Even with the increase, the total 
$1,130,700 figure — not counting ex- 
clusion of the funds dropped by 
eliminating elderly and handicapped 
transfer costs — amounts to only 
17.9 percent of the operating ratio 
required by state law.

The main issue involved, according to Gonzalez, 
is ‘‘an equitable salary adjustment’”’ for instructors 
in the present fiscal year. 

The faculty is upset at a ‘‘non-negotiable”’ 
proposal that Catanzaro made to the faculty 
negotiating team recently, Gonzalez said. 

Catanzaro reportedly offered to give the faculty 
a 7 percent cost-of-living increase retroactive to 
July 1 but faculty members would be required to 
take a 27 percent increase in their workload.

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Child expert says pa arents raise IQ’s

LOS ANGELES — Can 
parents do anything to raise 
the IQs of their children? 

Alice Drew, a specialist 
in early childhood educa- 
tion, answers with an 
emphatic ‘‘yes’’ that 
resounds through a toy- 
filled classroom at a branch 
of the suburban Torrance 
Adult School. She teaches 
‘How to Expand Your 
Child’s Intellect,’ a course 
that incorporates games, 
books and other stimuli to 
effect just that. 

“The best way to make a 
child really bright,’ she 
says, ‘is to turn him on to 
everything. The more he 


knows about the world 
around him — the more he 
experiences — the more in- 
terested he will be in a 
greater number of things. 

“And his intelligence 
level will rise in proportion 
to his interest and par- 
ticipation.” 

Drew isn’t talking about 
school-aged children whose 
ability to learn is a taken- 
for-granted commodity. 

She is talking about 
toddlers, pre-schoolers 
whose stability to learn, she 
believes, is grossly un- 
derestimated. 

“Children are really 
smart, a lot smarter than 
most people think,’’ she 
says. “And parents can do a 


lot when a i is uh 
young to make him even 
smarter.” 

Among those things, and 
a method highly emphasiz- 
ed. in ‘her class, is game- 
playing, a process that 
takes little more than time 
and a bit of creativity on the 
part of the parent. 

“Touch games are really 
great for 2-year-olds and 
younger,’’ she says, 
“especially when they’re 
put in places where a child 
is likely to get stuck, such 
as a car seat or a high 
chair.” 

She suggests attaching 
textile objects — plastic pot 
scrapers, soft baby hair- 
brushes, wooden spoons, 


fake fur, silk and other 
fabrics — to lengths of str- 
ing and tying them to car 
seats and other con- 
finements. 

The strings can be made 
of a variety of materials as 
well — actual string or rope 
or ribbon. The idea is to 
have as many different tex- 
tures as possible. - 

“The child not only gets 
the pleasure of feeling the 
different textures, but he 
also can throw them and get 
them right back,” Drew 
notes. 

“The textures sharpen his 
sense of touch, and the 
throwing and catching im- 
proves his coordination.” 

Toddlers also become 
aware of different kinds of 
textures through “texture 
books,’’ which are exactly 
what their name suggests. 
Each page in the cloth book 


‘is a different fabric — 


suede, burlap, wool, veivet. 

Drew says a child is 
ready for a texture book 
months before he is ready 
for a book with print and 
pictures. 

To improve a child’s abili- 
ty to differentiate numbers 


and letters there are 
© several search games. 


Search games generally 


- are based on drawings or 


diagrams. In a. given il- 


~ lustration, a child might be 


asked to find all the “‘D”’ 


words or find what is wrong 


or what is missing. 


The age when a child is 
- ready for search games 
_ varies, according to Drew. 


that he learns to count or 
add and_ subtract. 
Variations go on and on. 

But perhaps most adap- 
table of all games Drew 
teaches — and definitely 
her favorite — is the fish 
game. It calls for construc- 
tion paper, glue, a piece of 
string and a pull-top from a 
beverage can. 

Fish are cut from the 
paper, and a paper loop is 
glued to the top of each. The 
pull-top is tied to one end of 
the string and is bent to 
resemble a fish hook. 

The child uses the string 


and pull-top to “hook” the 
paper fish, which have been 
scattered on the floor. 

Again, the fish game does 
More than improve coor- 
dination. It can be adapted 
for numbers and colors 
(“Catch two red fish and 
three green fish’’), for 
mathematics or science or 
any other subject when 
words or numbers are 
written on the fish. 

And it can be varied in 
difficulty to accommodate 
the players. A younger child 
can effectively compete 
with an older child if the 
older child is ‘‘han- 
dicapped.” For instance, a 
right-handed 10-year-old 
might have to use his left 
hand when competing with 
a 4-year-old. 


Drew stresses that the 
handicap rule always be 
applied to players of 
different ages. 

“The younger child has to 
know he has a chance of 
winning, or he’ll be dis- 
couraged and won’t play at 
all,” she says. 

“A child can even beat his 
father at a game of marbles 
if Dad is handicapped. Just 
have him use little marbles 
while the child uses big 
ones.” 

A proponent of the mul- 
tisensory approach to 
education, Drew urges 
parents to teach their 
children the same thing in 
more than one way. 

A child learning his 
letters should not only see 
them, she feels, but also 
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should hear them and touch 
them. 

“When teaching the letter 
A vou can show the child a 
big wooden A, one made of 
raised dots on paper and 
one made of yarn,’ she 
suggests. “He can feel ail 
these for himself. 

“Then you can show him 
A’s written several 
‘different type styles and 
colors. You can even record 
the different sounds of A so 
he can listen to them. 

“You need to show kids 
lots of different ap- 
proaches,’’ she Says, 
“because they learn skills 
in different ways.” 

She also believes parents 
who want smart children 
need to show special in- 
terest.

Dual bus, train 
project outlined

The California Department of 
Transportation (Caltrans) hopes to 
institute a dual transit development 
project that would run both buses 
and trains through the West End 
between San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles, beginning July 1. 

The plan was outlined Wednesday 
to the San Bernardino Associated 
Governments (SANBAG) County 
Transportation Commission board 
of directors at a meeting in San Ber- 
nardino by John I,. Allison, chief of 
the Caltrans Public Transportation 
Branch. 

Allison said Caltrans is applying 
for state funds under SB 610, Gov. 
Brown’s transportation legislation 
to finance the proposed plan. 

Caltrans would contract with the 
Rapid Transit District or a private 
operator to provide buses for the 
route, Allison said. 

While details have not yet been 
completed, he said after the 
meeting, the buses — which would 
travel by freeway — would make 
stops in San Bernardino, the 
Fontana-Rialto area, Ontario Inter- 
national Airport, possibly the 
Montclair shopping center, in El 
Monte at the transportation center 
and in downtown Los Angeles. 

Early estimates place the cost of 
the bus service at approximately 
$160,000, Allison said, and whatever 
fares are collected will be sub- 
tracted from this figure. 

The ‘‘rail demonstration service,” 
scheduled for a three-year period, 
would feature a total of nine stations

receiving weekday service by two 
trains toward Los Angeles in the 
morning and two trains toward San 
Bernardino in the afternoon. 

Allison said capital improvements 
would cost $1,440,000 for signals and 
improvements on stations, $700,000 
for the annual lease of locomotives 
and cars and $1,300,000 annual 
deficit. 

The route would follow the Santa 
Fe rail line, beginning in San Ber- 
nardino, with stops at Fontana, 
Upland, Pomona, Glendora, Azusa, 
Monrovia, Pasadena and Los 
Angeles. 

Allison said all road crossings are 
protected by signals on this line. 

One-way travel time for this route 
will require an hour and 33 minutes 
between San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles. From Upland to Los 
Angeles — or vice versa — will 
require 67 minutes. 

The intent of the project, officials 
said, would be to test the ridership, 
timing and economics of the two 
lines to determine if it would be 
worthwhile to continue them on a 
permanent basis.

Helicopter seeding of 
19,350 acres of burned areas 
on the Angeles National 
Forest has been completed, 
according to Angeles 
National Forest Supervisor 
William T. Dresser. The 
seed was spread on the 
areas in and near Eaton 
Canyon north of Altadena, 
site of the Pinecrest Fire, 
and on the burned areas of 
the Sage and Monte fires. 

The seed mixture spread 
in the burned areas included 
Blando Brome, Pubescent 
Wheatgrass, Wymmera 
Ryegrass, Lana Vetch, Tall 
Wheatgrass, Alta Fescue, 
Ladak Alfalfa, Lotus, 
Annual Rye, and a wild- 
flower mix. ‘‘In addition to 
restoring the vegetation to 
stabilize the soil and 
prevent excessive 
rainwater runoff and to 
prevent flooding, the 
seeding will improve ‘the 
wildlife habitat,’ stated 
Dresser 

The seeding operation 
cost $6.50 per acre, or a 
total of approximately 
$125,000 


Although this is. the 
season to be jolly, Angeles 
National Forest Supervisor 
William T. Dresser reminds 
that Christmas trees cannot 
be cut down in the Angeles 
National Forest. 

‘Trees play an important 
role in the environment of 
the Forests of Southern 
California,’’ stated 
Dresser. ‘‘They are needed 
for watershed protection, 
soil stabilization, wildlife 
habitat, and to provide 
shade for recreationists,”’ 
he said. 

The unauthorized cutting 
of trees or shrubs on 
National Forest land is 
punishable by law. Persons 
violating this law are sub- 
ject to a fine of $500 and/or 
six months in jail.

Fortunately, we won the 
battle of the bulge. 

You can get control of 
emotional eating. It is a 
learned habit that may be 
hard to break — just as 
smoking is, but with time, 
effort and patience, it can 
be done

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Undelivered refund 
checks for 11,105 in- 
dividuals and businesses 
totaling $3,137,630 are 
waiting to be claimed in 
the 12 Southern California 
counties, the Internal 
Revenue Service has an- 
nounced. 

The refund checks have 
been returned to the IRS by 
the post office after they 
were mailed to taxpayers. 
Many checks became un- 
deliverable when tax- 
payers moved and failed to 
leave a forwarding address 
with their local post office, 
officals said. An incorrect 
or incomplete address (for 
instance, an address lack- 
ing an apartment number 
or the correct zip code) 
can also cause a refumd 
check to be returned. they 
said. This year, 3,061 more 
checks were returned than 
last year. 

The IRS reported tax- 
payers who filed on time 
and still have not received 
their 1978 refund checks 
should contact their local 
IRS office. Refund checks 
can also be delayed 
because the checks were 
lost or stolen. If this is the 
case, the IRS will put a 
tracer on the missing 
checks.

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Workers’ buying power 
seen as campaign issue

WASHINGTON — Sam 
Hershey is a mechanic in 


Cihcinnati who says he 
plans to ‘‘vote his 
paycheck’’ in the 1980 
elections. 


He doesn’t understand 
economics, he distrusts 
politicians and he’s mad at 
President Carter. But he 
plans to find out who is 
chomping away at his 
paycheck and he will use his 
vote to retaliate in next 
year’s elections. 

Hershey is not alone. He 
is typical of the average 
American blue-collar 
worker. In the last 14 years, 
he has doubled his wages, 
but his family’s living 
standard has dropped. 

“T used to be able to have 
a steak dinner once in 
awhile and buy a ticket to 
the football game -- if I 
could get it,’’ Hershey said 
in an interview. ‘Now, I 
can’t do either one.”’ 

In 1965, Hershey (not his 
real name) earned $95 a 
week and took home $91 
after Social Security and 
federal income taxes were 
subtracted. Last week, his 
total check was $224 and he 
brought home $198. 

‘“‘T’m making more 
money, more than I ever 
thought I would see,” 
Hershey said, ‘‘but prices 
are going up faster than my 
pay.” 

Congress’ Joint 
Economic Committee can 
explain. Economist Charles 
Bradford says that as 
Hershey’s pay went up, he 
was pushed into a higher 
and higher tax bracket. 

Each year Hershey got a | 
raise and each year the 
government took a bigger 
bite of his check until today, 
Hershey’s buying power is 
actually less than it was 
when he started his job. 

Inflation, of course, is the 
culprit, along with the 
progressive tax system 
which increases the amount 
of money the government 
takes as workers earn 
more. 

One more simple set of 
numbers tells the whole 
story. 

Economists have magical 
ways of eliminating the 
inflation factor from pay 
figures to give income in 
terms of real buying power. 

In 1965, a worker earned 
$101 on this absolute scale. 
Today, he earns $100. But 
here is the clincher: 
Fourteen years ago, the 
federal government took 
about $9 of his pay. Today it 
takes about $12. 


As a result, a blue-collar 
worker had a real take- 
home pay of $92 in the mid- 
60s. Today, it’s $88. 

No wonder Hershey is 
mad. 


The problem politicians 
will have next year is trying 
to convince Hershey things 
are going to change. 

Republicans say the only 
way things can change is to 
enact a massive across-the- 
board cut in personal 
income taxes so Hershey 
can keep more of his 
earnings. 


The Democrats, led by 
President Carter, disagree. 
They say those extra dollars 
Hershey will get will simply 
contribute further to 
inflation because he'll 
spend it and jack up prices. 


The debate rages on. 

Recession and 
unemployment, or tax cuts 
and inflation. The choice is 
not an easy one, especially 
for politicians who don't 
like hard choices. 


Now we hear from the 
Republicans: 

“We must cut taxes in a 
way that will stimulate 
investment,’’ GOP 
presidential candidate 
George Bush told a 
Washington Press Club 
audience here recently. 

House Minority Leader 
John Rhodes, R-Ariz., is the 
highest ranking Republican 
officeholder in the country.
